not in sympathy with present inter- 
pretations. 


Present regulations of the prohibi 


tion oflice., not only restrict 
physi- 


cians to the legal requirement of not 
more than one pint in any ten days 
to a patient, but limit the number of 
prescriptions 
which may be issued 


over a monthly period. 


Physicians are given prescription 


blanks for whisky or spirited liquors 
in limited books. They now run 100 
a month. This 
restriction now is 


viewed.by treasury officials .as illegal.

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AGAIN WE LEAD THE WORLD 
It perhaps is not too much to say that 


most if not all of the prestige lost by the 
United States by its post-war meanderings 
and evasions of responsibility lias been re- 
stored by the Washington conference. 
"When Europe and Asia responded to the 
invitation of President Harding to come to 
this country and discuss armament and 
other delicate questions of international 
relationship they had the record of this 
government since the signing of the armis- 
tice from which chiefly 'to interpret our 
motive. Having been deserted at the peace 
table, France and Italy naturally were 
skeptical. Great Britain had had the as- 
surances of Col. Harvey that we fought 
only for selfishness and because we were 
afraid not to fight. He had also warned 
Premiers Lloyd George and Briaud that 
the United States -would never enter into 
an alliance; expressed or implied, with 
other nations for any purpose. The sena- 
torial policy of isolation had seemed to tri- 
umph in the rejection of the -Versailles 
•treaty and the League of Nations and in 
the making of a separate peace with Ger- 
many. 


Mr. Hughes in the short space of an 


hour or so wiped out the indictment that 
had caused delegates from Europe and 


: 'Asia to' come to "Washington to deal with 


us at arms' length. The very greatness 
of his proposal, the magnanimity and sin- 
cerity in which it was offered, the stern 


' inflexibility of Hughes morality, dissipat- 


ed the fears and suspicions of the confer- 
ees and replaced America, as if by a stroke 
of the pen, to the world leadership we 
had attained under the .guiding hand 


(of President Wilson. Once again we rose 
to the heights of April 6th". 1917. of our' 
training camps and our Libert}- loans, of 
Chateau Thierry. Once again we were 
ready to serve humanity, once more pre- 
pared to make the world safe for demo- 
cracy. The historic words uttered by the 
[American secretary of state breathed the 
tremendous fact that in these few minutes 
of time sentence of death had been passed 


- upon future naval aggression. In a dif- 


ferent manner, by a differenVroad. but 
Teaching the same destination, the presi- 
dent of the United States, with an ada- 
mant secretary of state at his right arm. 
'had achieved much of what his predeces- 
sor had sought and lost at Versailles. 


The Washington, conference marks the 


definite entrance of-the United States into 
world affairs. It is not the foreign en- 
tanglement against which Washington cau- 
tioned us. but it plainly paves the way to 
the association of nations contemplated in 


- that existing organization with which Mr. 


Lodge and Hiram. Johnson would not per- 
mit us to affiliate. The policy of isolation 
is consigned to the past. The shibboleth 
of super-government has faded in thiu 
air. America stands ready to join with the 
'rest of the world in those measures and 
those undertakings which will contribute 
to peace and banish war. There cannot

The method employed to bring about an 


amicable understanding is known* as the 
industrial management plan. It is in effect 
in some of the paper mills in. the Fox llivcr 
valley and it is being tried in many other 
industries throughout the country. • Thus 
far it has seemed to be a distinct improve- 
ment over the" old forms of collective bar- 
gaining. It rests primarily on the doc- 
trine of the square deal. It means the set- 
tlement of labor questions directly between 
"employers and employes, with the added 
distinction 'that the employes are given a 
hand in the management, of the business 
so far as it relates to their interests and 
problems. Before the relationship is en- 
tered into there must be an. hongst inten- 
tion, on '{lie part of both to deal fairly and 
openly. "Where this is done the case of nei- 
ther side is prejudiced, but where it is not 
done the plan is doomed to failure from, 
the beginning. It* all depends upon 
whether employers and employes are sinr- 
cerely determined to work together, to 
share prosperity equitably, to cease trying 
to take advantage of each other. It is the 
substitution of reason and morality for 
force. The industrial management system 
is certain to grow in favor because it is the 
natural way to harmonize the interests of - 
employers and employes, and certainly 
this desire has taken root and is growing 
throughout the country. Ultimately it 
must be the means of setting our industrial 
house in order. 


TJLSTEE A1TD IRELAND 


The Irish conference is to b"e resumed 


this week with certain facts clearly in 
view. Great Britain has come to an agree- 
ment, at least tentatively, with the Sinn 
Fein, conditioned only upon the assent of 
Ulster. After months of preliminary skir- 
mishing, conferences, breaks and resump- 
'tions, Great Britain and Ireland have come 
to an understanding which will admit of. 
their dwelling together kr political unity 
and harmony. 


At this juncture, however. Ulster, which 


throughout the negotiations has loomed as 
a possible obstacle to settlement, steps in 
and savs there can be no settlement which 


f 
involves a surrender of her rights. Ulster 
now enjoys a ministerial-parliamentary 
government under which she regulates her 
domestic affairs. She enjoys certain guar- 
antees and safeguards. These include her 
religions freedom, the security of her prop- 
erty rights and the fullest measure of local 
government. Just how a united Ireland 
is to deprive her of these rights is not ap- 
parent. ' On the contrary the plan of union 
assures to her the full enjoyment of the 
privileges on which she places so high an 
estimate. There.is'nothing to indicate 
that anything is to be taken from her in 
local self-government. She is to be linked 
with the south of Ireland through the 
com- 


mon Irish council, a. body "which has juris- 
diction only over national affairs as they 
may affect the country as a whole. 


At least one-third 01 the 1.200.000 peo- 


ple of Ulster are Catholics and presumably 
in sympathy with Irish national aspira- 
tions. That 806.000 people should set 
themselves up against the will of more 
than i.000.000 of their fellow country- 
men, as well as against the will of Eng- 
land. Scotland. "Wales and the dominions, 
ui_thc peaceful .solution of an age-long 
controversy is hardly conceivable. The 
idea that Ulslor will be deprived of re- 
ligious liberty in a nationalized Ireland is 
an inncritancc «tf days that have faded in- 
to history The world no longer tolerates 
religious persecution or discrimination in 
civilized'eoujiSrics. Jt will not be tolerated 
in Ulster: in fact, it is not«;ven threatened. 
The same is true of property and local po- 
litical rights. They arc safeguarded by 
1hc system of government Ulster is al- 
lowed to preserve. 


The use of force against Ulster is not 


contemplated, but it would be nothing less 
than a crime if the Irish settlement v.-<*re 
prevented by obstinacy on her part. It re- 
mains if> win Ulster over by the irresist- 
ible pressure of logic and reason. 3iy tfn* 
application of common sense and aj»j«f a] 10 
national winlimcnt. a«d if any j^r-on 5> 
likely to succeed in this undcriakiug jj jj, 
Mr. Lloyd..George,'.

Military disarmament probably 
will not even bo discussed. 'Naval 
armaments will at most be limited in 
such a way as to reduce the burdens 
of taxation and perliaps pave the way 
for further reduction at some future 
time. But sucli a reduction would not 
make war impossible or even much 
more improbable than it now is. 


There are in 
tho world 
certain 


forces of military and

Japan's Policy- 


One of the countries in which the 


imperialistic or war-making -feeling 
s'most clearly dominant is Japan; 
That fact is reeognized,-.and ataiitfed 
upon all sides. Japan'has' enforced 
her will in Manchuria and Siberia.,She 
iaa. seized Shantung and imposed hec 
21 points upon China, These moves 
are cleatfy the/beginning of a cpurae 
of economic and. military imperialism 
n Asia which would inevitably, cause 
another war sooner or later. Further- 
more, this course on the part of Japan 
is inimical to the United States, be- 
cause this country is committed.to a 
policy of maintaining the open door 
equal economic opportunity for .ill 
nations) in China, and of ir.buring 
China's national integrity and auton- 
omy. This policy Is embodied in tfce 
Hay Doctrine. 
It has been assented 


to by practically all of the other na- 
tions in words, but it has been violated 
by all ef them in deeds, and especially 
Japan with the support of Great Brit- 
ain. Tho United States must cither 


check t(lilH 
violation 
of' her trad!-, 


tlonul policy with" regard to China or 
else she must withdraw entirely from, 
tbo Pacific, leaving China to her Dite. 


There are some paclfleiHts who ap- 


pear to favor tho latter courso.\ They 
say that if Iho United States disarmed 
and1 withdrew from tho International 
struggle, other nations* would event- 
ually follow suit. But this is rather 
hard, to prove. It seems more prob- 
able that if the United Stales with- 
drew her influence from the Orient 
she would merely leave it an open 
field for the imperialistic ambitions of 
other nations/and that 
she 
would 


eventually liavo to encounter 
thiB 


imperialism when it was inu^ch strong- 
cr tlian it is 'today. 


If then thoxUnited States is tf»Nre- 


main a factor in the.Pacific it is clear 
that tho'chief forco with which sh* 
has to contend is the emperia.llRm of 
Japan, supported by 'Croat Britain. 
It is of the utmost importance that 
the American public should under- 
stand these facts. But nothing wpuld 
be more unfortunate

There are liberal and anti-militarist 
forces in-Japan just as there are in

Anglo^Jap Alliance' 


Xone-lhe-less world peace depends 


largely upon 
the 
renunciation by' 


Japan of her imperialistic ambitions in 
Asia generally and in China, in par- 
ticular. These ambitions arc made 
possible largely by her alliance with 
Great Britain. H this alliance comes 
to an end the militaristic 
party 
in 


Japan will be weakened, and without 
losing anything that is rightfully 
hers. Japan will probably bo forced to 
adopt a foreign policy less menacing 
to her neighbors and to the peace of 
tho world. 
It is clear that a leading object of 


the conference for the United Stat9S 
,is to prevent a renewal of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance. It is here, in the 
opinion of-experts, that

macy will be tested,. The alliance will 
probably bo explained as one that 
does not in any way menace our in-

The Anglo-Japanese 
alliance 
has 


been an extremely^prontable relation 
for both of the principals. They will 
not give it'up without a struggle. But

country is that American interests'de- 
mand a complete divorcement of Brit- 
ish and Japanese 
interests, and a 


definite alignmcnt'of Great Britain be- 
hind American Pacific policy. 


It should not be forgotten that in-

The Tax Outlook 


Tho tax revision bill 
has 
passed 


both houses of Congress and is now 
in conference, and while in the opin- 
ion of most American "papers it is 
largely "Hobson's choice" as between 
ihe two treasures, neither of them be- 
ing found satisfactory, it is felt that 
on the whole the senate bill is the 
more acceptable . A summary of sim- 
ilarities and differences is given in 
the PHILADELPHIA RECORD (Ind. 
Dem.) 
thus: 


"Both House and Senate voted for 


a' personal income tax of/4 per cent 
up to 55,000 and 8 i«jr cent above. 
But the House ,bill Hyould limit the 
surtax to 82 per cent on incomes of 
$SG,000 and the Senate.^would carry 
it up'to 50 per cent on -incomes above 
$200.000. The surtax would begin at 
$5,000 in the House and ?6.000 in the 
"Senate bill. In both bills 'transp"orta. 
tion taxes are repealed from ^January 
1 next. The corporation ^income lax 
is 10 per cent under the present law. 
12 «A under the House 
bill, 
and 15 


under the Senate bill. ,Botlf bills raise 
the exemption in the income tax of 
the head -from $2,000 to $2.500." 


The Senate bill, the RECORD con- 


tinues, "would raise nearly half a bil- 
lion more than the House'bill, but 
more than $600.000.000 less than the 
present law would."

OLIS' NEWS (Ind.) says, "but on the 
main principles there seems to be sub- 
tantial 
agreement.

ought not to be difficult nor' long- 
drawn out." 
The ""chief hitch," the 


KXOXVILLE SENTINEL (Ind. Dem.) 
thinks, will come in adjusting the dif- 
ference "between the Senate surtax 
maximum rate of 50 per cent/and the 
House rate of 32 per cent." an item on 
which tho House conferees.will have 
to ask instruction.'1 In this respect 
the CHATTANOOGA NEWS (Dem.) 
regards the Senate bill as "an im- 
provement over the House bill." and 
the L1NCOLX (Neb.) STATE JOUR- 
NAL (Ind. Rep.) remarks that "ten 
years ago it would have been es- 
teemed a radical measure." Develop- 
ing this idea, the ST. 1X>UIS GLOI3B 
DEA5OCRAT (Rep.) commenting ' on 
tho surtax and the increase' in cor- 
poration income tax-from 12% to 15 
per cent, as provided by the Senate, 
thinks that in the conflict over thte-« 
very important differences "the House 
will have the l»etlcr of the argument 
from the standpoint of lh<* country's 
welfare, but'the Soimto will have the 
better of it from the standpoint of 
•votes." It is "a" curious transforma- 
tion." it observes, "that has reversed 
the traditional position , of tho two 
houses, the Houso becoming the con- 
servative body, while the Senate, 
which was established by the constitu- 
tion as a coiwcrvatlvc bulwark, has 
become tho popular and relatively 
rr-dical division of'Congrcs.'?."

A. C. BrusewUz. county 
highway commissioner, said tho coun- 
ty has changed its policy somewhat 
from that of previous years wlien it 
furnu>hfd material to tho ev/ntractors. 
F. O. B. destination at construecr^i 
points, whereas this year the 
con- 


- tractor was required to bid on the 


work with the understanding he was 
to furnish all materials with tho ex- 
ception of the hold-over job on the 
Bear Creek-Xew London road. 


Adopting this policy of having the 


contractor funtish all material's re- 
lieves the county of considerable re- 
sponsibility in making- necessary ar- 
langements to .furnish 
material in 


- satisfactory quantities and at suitab'c 


times. Any material furni*he<M>y the, 
contractor not meeting the require- 
ments of tho -specifications is rejected 
at his expense. 


117 Miles of Concrete 


"Wo have this year complcted"12 


miles of new concrete pavement." said 
Mr. 
Bru-sewitz. "ranging in > width 


from 9 to 20 feet. Tliis mileage in- 
cludes federal aid project Xo. 231 on 
state trunk lino Xo. 18. commencing 
at the ''intersection
